In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1 .135, (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant filed Amendment F on 10/22/02 in response to the 
Examiner's Notification of a Non-Responsive Amendment dated 9/23/02, in Paper No. 1 2. Applicant's previous 
Amendment E was non-responsive. Despite Applicant's attempt in submitting a new amendment F, problems still 
persist with the Applicant's response. In essence, the Applicant has confused the numbering of claims. In efforts to 
expedite prosecution, the Applicant agreed to cancel all previously pending claims 37-38 and 43-50- thus, the only 
claims pending in this application are newly added claims 51-58. 

Further the Examiner informed the Applicant that the arguments made accompanying Amendment F, pertaining to 
claims 51-58 are moot. Applicant's arguments are moot because they assert that claims 51-58 were rejected over prior 
art in Non-Final Office Action dated 4/10/02. However, claims 51-58 were not pending at the time of the Examiner's 
Non-final office action. Therefore, claims 51-58 were never rejected by the Examiner over prior art as applicant asserts 
in her arguments. Therefore, Applicant's attempts to persuade the Examiner to withdraw her rejection of claims 51-58 
are moot, having never been addressed on the merits. This Final Office action addresses the merits of claims 51-58 
-for-the-fir-st-time. ^Further Applicant was informed that finality of this office action would be proper due to necessitation 
by amendment. 
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
